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DETAILED ACTION 

Status of the Claims 

1. Claims 1 and 4 have been amended and Claims 2, 3, 5, 12-24, and 27-29 have 
been cancelled by the Applicant in correspondence filed on 10/21/2009. Claims 1, 4, and 
6-11 are currently pending. 

RESPONSE TO ARGUMENTS 

2. Applicants are correct that the foreign patent documents listed on the IDS filed on 
12/18/2006 should have been considered by Examiner because their relevance was 
discussed on the International Search Report of the parent application. Examiner has 
considered the contents contained in these documents and has indicated as such on the 
accompanying 1449 form. 

3. Claims 1-11 were object to because the claims contained subject matter that was 
not encompassed by the elected Invention. This objection is moot in light of Applicants' 
amendment to Claims 1 and 4. 

4. Claims 2 and 3 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the enablement requirement. This rejection is moot in light of Applicants' 
cancellation of Claims 2 and 3. 

5. Applicant has overcome all standing rejections over instant Claims 1, 4, and 6-11.

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

7. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
does not anticipate or render obvious the pyrimidine compounds of Formula (I) wherein - 
X-Y-Z- is -0-CR 3 =N-. Bradbury, et al. (International Application no. WO 00/39101, 
provided in IDS), represents the closest prior art. Bradbury, et al., disclose numerous 
pyrimidine compounds. However, Bradbury, et al., do not teach pyrimidine compounds 
containing a 5-oxodiazole moiety (-X-Y-Z-).
